Total   Stocks  Up  From  A  Year  Ago 

Stocks  of  all  types  A'    of  leaf  tobacco  totaled  3,988  million  pounds  (farm- 

2/ 
sales-weight)  on  January  1,    1951.-'    This   is   108  million  pounds  higher  than  a 

year  ago  when  3,880  million  pounds  were  reported  by  dealers  and  manufacturers 

in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico. 

Prior   to  January  1,    slightly  over  j/k  of   the   1950  production,    estimated  at 

2,036  million  pounds,   had  entered  stocks «      This  includes  all  of  the  flue-cured 

crop  and  over  one— half  of   the  Burley  production.      Marketings   totaled  about 

780  million  pounds  during  the  fourth  qiiarter. 

For  the   southern  types,    stocks   of  flue-cured   tobacco   increased  around   5  percent 
from  a  year  ago,    and  Maryland  holdings   jumped  17  percent.     Burley  stocks 
decreased  slightly  from  the  previous  January  1  as  less  of    the  new  crop  was   in 
stocks  by  this  date.      Fire-cured   stocks   showed  a  small   increase  while  the 
level  of  dark  air-cured  holdings  was  about   the    same  as  a  year   earlier.      For 
the  cigar-leaf   types,   holdings  of   the  filler  types  were  up  about   k  percent  and 
of  the  binder  types  7  percent,   while   stocks  of   shade-grown  tobacco  were  about 
the   same  as  were  on  hand  a  yea.r  ago.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 

Flue-cured,  Maryland ,  and  Turkish  Stocks  Up; 
Burley  Slightly  Lower 

Dealers  and  manufacturers  stocks  of  fluo-cured  tobacco  totaled  2,090  million 
pounds  as  of  January  1,  195"!  compared  with  1,993  million  a  year  earlier. 
Marketing  of  the  1950  flue-cured  crop  of  1,256  million  pounds  was  completed  in 
December.   Exports  of  flue-cured  tobacco  during  the  July-December  1950  period 
amounted  to  296  million  pounds  or  only  slightly  less  than  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  19^9» 

Stocks  of  Burley  leaf  were  1,119  million  pounds  this  January  1  for  a  decrease 
of  21  million  from  a  year  ago.  Marketing  of  the  1950  crop  began  in  late 
lTov ember  and  sales  prior  to  January  1  totaled  about  28^  million  pounds  -  22 
million  less  than  had  been  marketed  during  the  same  period  from  the  previous 
year's  crop.   Estimated  production  of  Burley  tobacco  is  U99  million  pounds  for 
the  1950  crop  as  compared  with  5^0  million  for  the  19^9  crop. 

Maryland  tobacco  holdings  were  53*^  million  pounds  which  was  considerably  above 
stocks  of  ^5*5  million  last  January  1.   Stocks  were  at  the  highest  level  on 
record  for  this  quarter.  Marketing  of  the  1950  crop  of  ^0.0  million  pounds  will 
not  begin  until  the  second  quarter  of  this  year. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other) 
totaled  150.3  million  pounds,  or  approximately  9  million  above  holdings  of  this 
type  on  January  1,  1950. 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Eire-cured  Stocks  Show  Small  Increase  From  A  Year  Ago ; 
Dark  Air-cured  About  Same 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  were  I5O.8  million  pounds  as  of  January  1,  195^-  "•  "* 
an  increase  of  2.9  million  over  a  year  ago.  Holdings  of  Type  21  were  practically 
the  same  as  on  the  previous  January  1  while  stocks  of  Types  22  and  23  were 
slightly  larger.   The  Virginia  fire-cured  markets  opened  in  December  and 
slightly  over  h.O   million  pounds  were  sold  before  January  1.   This  represented 
all  the  fire-cured  tobacco  entering  stocks  during  the  fourth  quarter  as  Types 
22  and  23  markets  did  not  open  until  January.   The  estimated  1950  production  of 
fire-cured  tobacco  is  57.7  million  pounds.   The  fire-cured  leaf  holdings  were 
divided  as  follows:  Virginia  fire—cured  22.9  million  pounds,  Eastern  District 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky  fire-cured  85. 1  million,  Western  District  h2.h   million, 
and  Henderson  Stemming  O.3  million. 

Hqldings  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  of  75»1  million  pounds  on  January  1,  195^ 
w/fere  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.   However,  sales  of  the  new  crop  prior  to 
January  1  totaled  only  ^>,1   million  pounds  compared  with  11.1  million  for  the 
previous  year.   Total  production  in  1950  is  estimated  at  30.6  million  pounds, 
Dark  air-cured  stocks  consisted  of  J>3,1   million  pounds  of  One  Sucker,  32.9 
million  of  Green  River,  and  3.1  million  of  Virginia  sun-cured. 
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CIGAR-LEAF  stocks 

Cigar  Filler  and  Binder  Stocks  Larger 
Shade-grown  Same  as  A  Year  Earl jar 

Inventories  of  the  domestic  cigar  types  totaled  330»1  million  pounds  (farm-sales- 
weight)  on  January  1,  1951  compared  with  3l6°3  million  a  year  ago0  Larger 
holdings  of  the  filler  and  hinder  types  accounted  for  the  increase  as  stocks  of 
shade  tobacco  were  about  the  same  as  those  held  the  previous  January  1.   Stocks 
of  foreign-grown  cigar  tobacco  were  l6.0  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent)  - 
a  decrease  of  3. 3  million  from  the  previous  January  1  level. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  totaled  173*3  million  pounds  for  an  increase 
of  5«9  million  from  the  previous  January  1  level.   Stocks  of  Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf  and  the  Ohio  filler  types  were  larger,  whereas  Puerto  Rican  holdings 
had  decreased  somewhat  from  a  year  earlier.  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  stocks  on 
January  1  were  104. 0  million  pounds,  the  Ohio  filler  types  27«2  million,,  and 
Puerto  Rican  ^2.1  million.   Of  the  Puerto  Rican  stocks,  29.3  million  pounds 
were  located  in  the  Continental  United  States  and  12.8  million  in  Puerto  Rico. 

Cigar-binder  stocks  were  reported  as  130.9  million  pounds  this  January  1 
compared  with  122,8  million  a  year  earlier.  Holdings  of  Type  55  tobacco  showed 
the  largest  increase,,  but  stocks  of  Types  51  and-  52  were  also  larger  than  a  year 
ago.   Changes  in  stocks  from  the  previous  quarter  indicate  that  less  Type  52 
from  the  1950  crop  entered  stocks  prior  to  January  1  than  from  the  previous 
year's  crop,  whereas  other  types  appear  comparable.   The  binder-typo  stocks 
consisted  of  27.7  million  pounds  of  Connecticut  Valley  Broadloaf,  25«3  million 
of  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed,  1,4  million  of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania 
Havana  Seed,  $6,1   million  of  Southern  Wisconsin  and  U0.3  million  of  northern 
Wisconsin. 

Shade-grown  stocks  were  26.0  million  pounds  as  of  January  1,  1951  ~  practically 
the  same  as  a  year  earlier.   A  small  decrease  in  stocks  of  Type  6l  was  about 
balanced  by  larger  holdings  of  Type  62,   Stocks  of  Connecticut  Valley  shade 
wore  17.3  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  shade  8.7  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuba  (Havana)  leaf  were  I5.O  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1951»  or 
3.8  million  less  than  wore  on  hand  a  year  earlier.   Stocks  of  other  foreign- 
grown  types  were  0,9  million  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  0C1  million  of  Philippine 
Islands  (Manila),  and  less  than  0.1  million  of  Other  Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.
